Lots of Bowhunters; Few Kills Reported

Crawford County woods have attracted a lot 
of bowhunters but the archers haven’t been 
reporting too many kills, said DNR wildlife biolo- 
gist Ray Perez. 

‘“‘There were quite a few out there last week- 
end,’’ Perez said. ‘‘And so far they’re not doing 
very well.”’ 

He said bowhunters should see a lot of deer 
but not adults. 

“The adult population is down. The hard 
winter a couple of years ago hit them pretty 
hard, There’s a lot of younger deer around 
because of a good fawn crop after last year’s 
easy winter.” 

Perez said that bowhunters are usually pret- 
ty selective and won’t shoot at the first deer they 


see if it’s a young one. Often they’ll wait to see if 
they can get a shot at.a big adult. 

Perez said he expects a fair season at best in 
Crawford County for both bowhunters and rifle 
hunters. Although bowhunters can shoot deer of 
either sex, Crawford County will be bucks only 
for rifle season, Perez said, te try to build the 
herd up. 


Skip Madsen, of Skip’s Sport Shop, said the 
unseasonable warm weather could be account- 
ing for the low success of bowhunters. 

“It’s too nice out. There are too many leaves 
and other cover left and the deer aren’t moving 
yet,’’ Madsen said. ‘‘We need a good hard frost 
and cold weather to get them moving.” 

The biggest buck killed he knew about was 


an eight-point taken by Chuck Bonamie, a for- 
mer Grayling resident up from Florida. 
Madsen said bird hunting has been reported 
as good in some places and generally duck hun- 
ters were happy with a lot of Canadian geese 
taken. Bear and squirrel hunting hasn’t been too 
successful in the county but raccoons are report- 
ed to be around in large numbers. cz

said the bowhunting season has turned out half- 
way decent after a warm first week. He said four 
groups were in his store after bagging three or 
four deer and one downstate hunter took home an 
eight-point. Smock said hunters are seeing a lot 
of deer in the woods especially now after warm 
weather during the first week.

The message will be tele- 
phoned from AMCROSS 
Headquarters in Washington 
to the nearest Red Cross 
Chapter to the city where the 
message is addressed. The 
local Red Cross Chapter 
upon receipt of the message 
will immediately telephone 
it to the addressee; or, if 


there is no phone, will 
deliver it. 
Any spouse, child, or 


parent of a Service indivi- 
dual can, in emergencies, 
send a message to the Ser- 
vice person outside the U.S., 
via AMCROSS, without 
charge. All that has to be 
done is to call the local Red 
Cross Chapter, state the 
emergency, and give the 
identity of the addressee and 
the. message to the SMF 
Worker on duty. 

If the Service person is 
located within the domestic 
U.S., the local Chapter, at its 
expense, will telephone the 
Red Cross worker at the 
military station and tran- 
smit the message. When 
responses to messages are 
received the local Chapter 
will phone the message to 
the originator. 

In overseas locations, the 
message usually reaches the 
Service person’s base within 
a few hours. If the Service 
person is aboard a ship or 
submarine, the message is 
transmitted to the Comman- 
ding Officer of the vessel at.

In emergencies, money 
can be transferred from 
home to the Service person 
at his or her location, or vice 
versa. A parent may want to 
send money. If so, local Red 
Cross Chapters authorize the 
immediate distribution of 
such funds to the Service 
person by the Red Cross 
Field Service Director at the 
overseas location via an AM- 
CROSS message. When a 
properly signed receipt 
arrives at the local Chapter, 
it sends a check to the Red 
Cross Field Service Director 
to replace the advance. 

If there is serious illness or 
death at home, the local Red 
Cross Chapter verifies the 


facts of the situation by talk- - 


ing directly to the Physician 
in charge, or the Under- 
taker, and reports these fac- 
ts to the Red Cross office at 
the Service person’s 
location. The Military accep- 
ts this monitoring by Red 
Cross and immediately acts 
to grant leave if the facts 
justify. 

Last year this Chapter 
spent over $700 in telephone 
messages and modest grants 
to stranded Service people in 
fulfilling this Congressional 
chartered Service. 

And three Crawford Coun- 
ty Red Cross Volunteers 
make sure that some will 
respond to a phone cali any 
time of the day or night, 
every day of the year!

nounced a project to help the 5,000 
former youth corps workers still 
looking for private sector jobs find 


and compete for 
openings. 

The joint government-business 
Job Opportunity Project will 
operate with $110,000 through 
December 31. 

The governor said 19 business and 
trade associations have agreed to 
participate in the project, and he 
called on all other employers in the 
state who have job openings to con- 
tact the state and consider as poten- 
tial applicants the “sincere young 
men and women who have demon- 
strated their willingness to work.”’ 

Blanchard said the youth corps 
alumni, who also participated in 
career planning workshops, are not 
to be given preferential treatment, 
but are merely to be notified of when 
a job opening occurs and where to 
seek the interview. 

In the current economy, he said it 
is hard to know where to look for 
jobs. He added he is confident thou- 
sands of job opportunities will be of- 
fered through the project.

Test Set for October 15. 


The Amateur Radio Relay 
League’s annual simulated 
emergency test will take 
place Saturday, Oct. 15, 
across the nation. 

Al Pochelon, of Frederic, 
the acting emergency coor- 
dinator for Crawford Coun- 
ty, said state members will 
try to overload the state net- 
work that feeds the A.R.R.L. 
national traffic system. The 
national A.R.R.L. traffic 
system, is an important part 
of the nation’s civil defense, 
Pochelon says, because it 
provides mobile com- 
munications that can 
operate on batteries or its 
own generated power in 
times of emergencies. 

Pochelon, a radio operator 
with 69 years of experience, 
said there are six A.R.R.L. 
members in Crawford Coun- 
ty and 1000 in northern Mich- 
igan. Amateur radio 
operators can be life-savers, 
he says, because from their 
car or home hook-up they 
can reach emergency ser- 
vices fast. A.R.R,L. mem- 
bers have been vital con- 
tributors in disaster 
situations because of their 
speed in setting up com- 
munications and the great 
territory their equipment 
can cover.

On- 
ce a final date is selected, the chamber should be notified so 
that other groups can be alerted to the fact that an activity is 
already scheduled.
